Y.C.P.,which was formerly known as "No Pigs",was formed in December 
of 1981,This non-profit organizatio.n is run for youths by youths. When 
they first started,their main goal was to have a place original energetic 
musié could be played (and they seem to have been successful in that area). 
With the foundations planted,the shows started to roll in.The first show 
was held at "No Pigs"("No Pigs" was the an underground club where there 
was no age limit) in January '82,and it featured the bands Mormon Taber 
nacle Quire and Attention Span.Throughout the winter months shows were 
held featuring such bands as Attention Span,Mormon Tabernackel Quire,the 
Destroyers,Randy Peters,Rotting Corps,T@p 20,and Target 21. 

In Febuary,the name "No Pigs" was changed to “Youth Culture’ Prom- 
otions".On March 20°" and 21°",a Spring Beaver was heldjthis would be 
the first of many Beavers to come,The show was held at the Paradise 
fioom of the Riverside Hotel and had such bands as the Young Lions from 
Toronto,the Subverts from Chicago,Attention Span and the Angry Raisons 
on the 20*h and on the 215% they had Randy Peters and Target 21,The show 
was a financial flop,but it was a good experience for the Y.C.P. 

The next Beaver was the Raster Beaver which was held on april 17°" 
'82,and played in a resturaunt named Mic's,The show featured the bands 
Target 21 and Bugs Harvey Osyald.Everything went well except for the 
fact that the men's washroom was vandalised. 

On May 12*,the May day Beaver took place in a club called The Old 
Rotters.This show included the local bands, Angry Haisons,the Ven-gen-s, 
and Something Red.All went well. 

On May 27¢4, the Y.c.P. presented T.S.0.L. from L.A. , YOUTH, Youth 
Youth, from Toronto,and the Young Lions(also from Toronto), 

The next Beaver was planned for June 5th and it was called the 
Saturday Night Beaver.It was held at the Ottawa Boys and Girls Club 
and featured the bands Burnt Offerings,attention Span and Something Red.

Coalition".This was an evening of reggae featuring the bands Unity. and Truth 
and Rights.On December 11° '82,Y.C.P. held the "Santa's Hardcore Christmas 
Party".The bands included were: from Toronto; Youth, Youth,¥Youth and Zerooption, 
Montreal's Discords,Quebec city's Outbreak,Hamilton's Expressions Of Anger,and 
Civil Terror,Last Prayer,Porcelain Forehead and Raw Sewage(who have since split 
up)from Ottawa.This show was played at the Wave Club.
